SECTION C. SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 


Le (i) WATER. A plentiful supply is pumped from a well about 
120 feet deep in the chalk, Over three million gallons 
of water are pumped every week. There have been exten= 
sions of the main in Treves Road, Garfield Avenue, 
Florence Road and Alfred Place. 

During the year 21 bacteriological examinations of 
the water supply have been carried out. At the end of 
March the water was found to be contaminated, so it was 
decided to instal a chemical (chloramine) purification 
plant, Messrs. Wallace & Tiernan did this work and the 
plant was in working order on February 7th, 

Similar purification plants supplied by this firm 
are used at Poole, Bournemouth, Southampton and many other 
important places, 

Very thorough and extensive tests were carried out on 
a sewer that I suspected as the source of contamination 
and this was, in fact, found to be defective. Portions of 
the sewer had to be relaid and the whole made sound. All 
the samples taken since the installation of the purification 
plant have been perfectly satisfactory. Two samples per 


month are taken for bacteriological examination. 
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(14) DRAINAGE. The only extension during the year is a nine 
inch sewer in Kings Road. Defects were found in the 


Damers Barn Sewer as mentioned .above. 


2. RIVERS. No action has been taken with regard to pollution of 
rivers or streams in the borough, other than the 
closure of a swimming bath,

With the exception of those cases above mentioned, all houses 
in the Borough are provided with water-closets. One additional 
sanitary convenience has been provided for the use of the occupants 
of houses who previously had to share one water-closet,. 

In addition, other premises have been demolished, so that there 
now remains 15 cases (i.e. 30 houses) in which two separate houses 
have only one water-closet between them. This is a matter which 
needs urgent attention, as it is very obvious that every house 


should have at least one water=-closet. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. 
DUSTBINS. 
During the year 50 dustbins have been provided where 
receptacles previously in use were not in conformity with 


Sect. 75 of the Public Health Act, 1936. 
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Refuse is collected from the houses on three days in every 
week and has been removed by motor lorries to a field near 
Greys Bridge and covered over, so as to raise the level of 
this land. 

The cleansing and emptying of Cesspools and Earth Closets 
is not undertaken by this authority.

Public Health (Meat Regulations). 

During the year 576 visits have been paid to the slaughter- 
houses within the Borough, 41 of which were in connection with 
special notices given under Section 9 of the Regulations, viz., 
calling attention to abnormal conditions discovered when animals 
were slaughtered.

BAKEHOUSES. 

At present there are thirteen bakehouses in use within the 
Borough, in 8 of which mechanical power is used.

PETROLEUM (CONSOLIDATION) ACT, 1928.

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SECTION F. PREVALENCE OF, and CONTROL OVER, INFECTIOUS 
and OTHER DISEASES. 
DIPHTHERIA, No case arose in this borough, One case, a nurse 
came into the town suffering with Diphtheria from the Diphtheria 
ward, Isolation Hospital at Great Yarmouth and was isolated here 


in the Isolation Hospital. 


SCARLET FEVER. Three cases were notified and all were treated 
in the Isolation Hospital. Two cases occurred at the Dorset 
County Hospital and one was introduced from a camp in the 


Dorchester Rural area. 


PUBRPERAL PYREXTIA. One case occurred at the Dorset County 
Hospital following an operation (artificial child-birth). 


ENTERIC FEVER. One case was notified. It appeared to have 
arisen from infection acquired in another County. There was no 


evidence that it was associated in enyway with this district. 


DYSENTERY. Two cases of the very mild type. This borough 
remained remarkably free from infectious illness, only 19 cases 


in all, having been notified. 


DIPHTHERIA IMMUNISATION. Clinics for free immunisation were not 


heid during the year. 


TUBERCULOSTS. All the cases of Tuberculosis deaths were notified 
before death. | 
No case of Smallpox has been notified, and no primary or 
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revaccinations performed under the Public Health (Smallpox 
Prevention) Regulations 1917. 
There is no record of any case of anthrax, undulant fever 
or psittacosis. 
School intimations of suspected infectious diseases are 
utilized, the schools and homes visited by me, and swabs taken 
in suspected cases of diphtheria, and of contacts, and children 
are examined by me for overlooked cases of scarlet fever. 
There are no facilities for cleansing and disinfection of 
verminous persons other than at the Public Assistance Institution. 
There is no unusual prevalence of mosquitoes in this district. 
No action was taken under the Public Health Act 1925 
pection 62 or 66. 
PUBLIC HEALTH (PREVENTION of TUBERCULOSIS) REGULATIONS, 1925. 
These Regulations are administered by the Dorset County 
Council. 
No person who is employed in the Milk Trade is known to be 


suffering with Tuberculosis. 


AIR REID PRECAUTIONS. A course of six lectures for doctors was 
given in ipril and May by Dr. Pearse from the Home Office on War 
Gasses, precautions, and treatment. Forty-eight doctors attended 
from all parts of the County.
